War Widow Buys Shingles, Finds 
One-Fourth Absolutely Worthless 


How would you like to buy 
shingle. that were supposed to 
be third or fourth grade, paying 
top price for them and on in- | 
spection find that a portion of | 


them resembled shingles only 
in form? | 
A war widow purchased 


shingles from a lumber concern,-- 
'acccrding to Richard Derby, 
city building inspector, and up- 
on inspection it was ciscovered 
that approximately one-fourth 
of those bundles inspected were 
absolutely worthless. 

They were merely thin slices 
of boards perforated with ter- 
mite holes. “There is nothing 
we can do,” said Mr. Derby, 





‘but tell the owner they can not 
put them on their building.” 

“It is a crime for any saw- 
mill to saw up such logs for 
lumber or shingles, and it’s a 
crime to load them on freight 
cars and use the space shipping 
them. which is badly needed for 
other types of merchandise 
which are of good quality,” Mr. 
Derby declared, ‘Any persons 
concerned with such merchan- 
dise should be prosecuted to the 
full extent of the law.”
